Figuring on the Result—Each Side Fear- 
ful, but the Liberals Rather More So than 
Their 


Lonpon, July 3.—[Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
to The Tribune.]—Nothing is more surpris- 


ing to an American than the apathy and igno- 
rance shown by the average Londoner during 
this the most exciting political contest of the 
age. As the returns of yesterday's polling 
slowly came in extra special editions were is- 
sued, but being very incomplete they exeited 
little interest, and at midnight even that little 
hat ceased, the tape failing to bring the result 
of the polling at where the contest 
was expected to run close between Mr. Evelyn, 
Conservative (the old member), and Mr. Ghose, 
the Hindoo adv« of home- rule in Ireland, and 
which finally resulted in the defeat of the lat- 
ter. Talking with the editors, and subsequent- 
ly with the working staff of the various papers 
ataciub, I was surprised to find that they

indicating the final triumph of Lord Salisbury 
by an overwhelming majority. Mr. Smith's 
large majority over Mr. Skinner, which really 
means nothing, was adduced in proof of the 
assertion, but the return of a Conservative at 
Salford over the late member, a Gladstonian, 
and the same reverse 
deemed conclusive by these meu, who are sup- 
posed to be well- informed and capable. I only 
met one editor who had noticed that Mr. 
Duncan, a Gladstonian, had conquered the 
late member, Mr. Bailey, a Unionist, in the 
most Tory quarter of Liverpool, and that the 
losses and gaina on both sides up to that time 
were exactly equal. 

It is much too soon for either side to crow. 
Even supposing that the elections already de- 
cided generally show increased majorities for 
the Tory side, as compared with the last elec- 
tion, this ig not a sufficient reason for 
the despondency exhibited by some faint- 
bearted’ Liberals bere, nor does it justify the 
predictions of failure. After Monday the re- 
turns will be iu much larger proportion from 
the Gladstone side. At present the battle is 
scarcely begun. The chances favor a small 
majority either way. The coolest politicians 
of both sides fear most, not defeat so much as 
anJjnoonciusive result. Several Gladstonians 
whom I bave talked witb entertain a positive 
dread of a émali majority or a small minority. 
The wise men on the Conservative side look 
with complacency upon any result that 
gives a Conservative gain. At pres- 
ent writim it does not seem probabie 
that Mr. Gladstone can get a sufficient ma- 
jority to carry bome-rule aud land bills in the 
new Parliament, nor is be likely to be beaten 
so thoroughly as to justify Lord Salisbury in 
hoping for a long term of office or for power 
to carry out bis scheme of coercion. The 
greatest fear, therefore, is that home rute will 
be shelved for a time, owmg to the political 
deadiock. On the ower band, though the Con- 
servatives are largely supporting the dis- 
sentient Liberals, few Liberals are voting for 
Conservatives or for paper Unionists, and Mr. 
Gladstone's real strength, which at the last 
election was in the agricultural counties, is 
yet to be brought out. 

The chief case of the Liberal despondency 
over the result of yesterdsy’s-elections arises 
from the claim that had been made by T. P. 
O'Connor that at the lust election the Irish vote 
bad turned the tide in favor of the Conserva- 
tives in eighteen cases in English provincial 
boroughs. These were: Bolton (2), Birken- 
pead (1), Gravesend (1), Leeds (3), Liverpool 
(6), ontefract (1), Salford (1), Stock- 
port (2), and Wakefield (1). These bor- 
oughs, consequently, are regarded as in- 
dications of the strength or weakness of the 
Irieh vote, and it happens that both of the 
late members who were Conservatives are re- 
turned tor Bolton. At Birkenbead, Graves- 
end, Pontefract, and Wakefield there is the 
game result for the Conservatives. The late 
sitting members are again returned, while in 
Taltord matters were even worse, the two late 
Liberal members beme defeated by Conserva- 
tives.

As Viewed by Another Special Correspond- 
ent—The Surprises. 


“Boston, Mass., July 3,—A special cable from 


London this evening is as follows: * 

The election at Bath yesterday, where two Un- 
ionists, one a Liberal and the other a Conserva- 
tive, were returned, offers a striking example of 
the loyalty with which the Conservatives are car- 
rying out their pledges of support to the dissident 
Liberals. At the last election Bath, which in 1880 
had sent the Liberals to Parliament with rousing 
majorities, turned half way round and elected Mr. 
Blaine, a Conservative, and Mr. Wodehouse, 
a Liberal, rejecting their respective ticket part- 
ners, Col. Lawrie and Sir Arthur Hayter. Mr. 
Wodehouse took an active part in the Harting- 
ton rising against home rule, and the Conserva- 
tive leaders felt bound to leave him a clear 
course for the election. ety grees they had 
promised Col. Lawrie that he should have an- 
other chance to run. Here was a position to try 
their good faith. Twoaspirants of their party with 
strong claims to the double candidacy—one as 
the old member, the other as promised—and every 
likelihood that both could be elected, for the 
Irish vote in Bath is inconsiderable and the Lib- 
eral party was badly shattered; but the Tory 
managers put the temptation aside and Mr. 
Blaine, waiving his E rights, retired to 
make room for Col. Lawrie, thus preventing the 
junior Tory aspirant from jostling a Liberal out 
of his seat. So, Bath will be represented in the 
new Parliament by Mr. Wodehouse, as a follower 
of Lord Hartington, and by Col. Lawrie on the 
Conservative side. 

At Birkenhead Sir Edward Hamley, a bitter 
critic of Mr. Gladstone's Afghan policy, is elect- 
ed in the teeth of a transferred Irish vote over 
1,000 strong. The Irish vote, indeed, haus sadly 
disappointed the Prime Minister; not but what 
it has been loyally given—there are no com- 
— on that score—but, unfortunately, except 

a few cases, it has been overborne by a cross- 
wave of Liberal conversions and abstention. Thus 
at Bolton, where the Nationalists claim 8.000 
electors, two Conservatives-—Col. Bridgeman 
Cross—were elected. At Bris- 
tol in addition to reélecting Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach in the West Division the Tories won the 
South Division from the Gladstonites, Col. Hill, 
who had been defeated last year by a majority of 
%, now — the compliment with a 
majority ot 1.04. But the greatest surprise of 
this character came in Salford, where in the face 
of an Irish vote running to 2,000 the Conserva- 
tives made a clean sleep, reélecting their old 
member and ousting two Gladstonites in the other 
division. 

But the Irish vote made its mark in some con- 
stituencies. In Southwest Manchester it was 
Irish —— that. elected Jacob Bright, a 
younger brother of John Bright, and one of the 
few Liberals who from the first advocated home 
rule for Ireland. Mr. Bright went to the front 
with a majority of 111 in the very constituency 
which seven months ago left him in a minority 
of 567. In North Manchester Mr. Schwann, an- 
other Gladstonite, has to thank the Irish vote 
for a still more striking reversal. 

East Leeds is another coustituency where 


the Gladstonites have a marked improvement 


to boast of. In November Mr. Lawren¢e Gane 
lost the seat by 305 votes; now be carries it 
for the Ministry with a rousing majority of 
1,110; and it must be remembered ina good 
many constituencies the Irish vote bas en- 
abled the Ministerial candidate to bold his 
ground when, had it not been for this aid, he 
would have lost the seat.

A NARROW ESCAPE. 


How a German Artist Just Missed Falling a 
Victim to the Fury of a Genuine American 
Aboriginal. 

Thore is just now an encampment of a few 
stray Indians near where the Fort Wayne track 
crosses Thirty-third street. Mr. Phillipson, 
under whose direction some historical paint- 
ings are being made for the State-House at 
Springfteld, heard of the presence of the In- 
dians there, and availed himself of it for the 
benefit of his principal painter, aman by the 
name of E. Behr, who was recentiy brought 
over from Germany. One of the paintiugs 
represents the first meeting between Mar- 
quette and the Lilinois Indians, and Mr. Phil- 
lipson thought it would be a good idea to take 
Mr. Behr to the camp that he might see a real 
Indian and get hints for his work. So they 
went there and found one Indian, who, after 
a little objecting, consented, for fifty cents, to 
allow himself to be i § sketched. After 
he was done with the artist, wandering around, 
saw another old Indian lyimgon the ground 
asleep. He began sketching bim, and had just 
about finished when the Indian woke up, saw 
what the artist was doing, made a rush for 
him, and seized him by the arm and began 
brandishing a revoiver in his face. The artist, 
who was unused to the ways of the American 
Indian, was very much frightened and tried to 
get away, but unsuccessfully. The other In- 
dians did not appear to feel called on to inter- 
fere in the row and ibe interpreter was absent. 
Finally, bowever, after Mr. Benr bad been 
badly scared and his arm had become black 
and blue from the angry Indian’s clutch, be 
succeeded in getting released, peace was de- 
clared, and the artist left the ground with Mr.

Itis sufficient to observe that the 
jurisdiction of the legislative power of this Gov- 
ernment is larger than that of the Commissioner 
of Pensions, and that sooner or later, although 
it may cost the count u prolonged and 
steady effo this truth will become apparent. 
But it should be remembered that in a very large 
number of these bills passed by Congress impor- 
tant original written evidence is filed with the 
committees or presented verbally, as in hearings 
before other committees upon all public ques- 
tions which come before legislative bodies, and 
often the applicant is present with his statement 
and his palpable disabilities. This evidence is 
not available to the Executive, at least without 
the asking, and never has been in possession of 
the Pension-Office. Consequently, in nearly 
every case the Congressional statement stands 
upon stronger proof than the finding of facts which 
the President sets up in disapproval of the bill,

THE ALL-ABSORBING QUESTION. 
How Can We Preserve the Trial by Jury 


and at the Same Time Make It the Die, 


penser of Justice? 

How to reform and at the same time pre- 
serve the “trial by the country — hat is, the 
jury trial system. and make it practically tne 
palladium of liberty,’’ the dispenser of justice, 
and the protection of society—is the all- absorb- 
ing question just now. Everybody knows that 
the jury system, as we bave it, is not the 


pailadium of liberty, the protector of the in- 
nocent, or punisher of the guiity. It is a peril 
often to the innocent, a means of escape for 
the guilty, little protection to society, and, 
withal, very expensive. 

What shall be done? It is impossible, it 
would not be wise or prudent if possibie, to 
abolish it together. Previous and subse- 
quent to the Magna Charta “the trial by the 
country was a protection of the people against 
the Crown, against their tyrants, against the 
Government. It was a trial in which the King 
or the Government bad nothing to do. The 
bailiff summoned twelve men from the locus in 
quo—the neighborhood of the crime or the 
cause of achon— who knew most about the 
facts and circumstances and the character of 
those interested, not those who knew least 

these twelve men bad 
as criminal cases 
jurisdicuon of the laws and the tacts, and 
tried the cases on their cohsciences,”’ without 
a judge, the bailiff or sheriff presiding. The 
best juror was be who knew most about the 
subject-matter of the trial, not be who knew 
nothing. Now, he alone is fit to sit on a jury 
who knows absolutely nothing concerning the 
case on hand, or like cases, and very little of 
anything else. Specific and genera! ignorance 
and stupidity make an ideal juryman in 
these days. We have reversed the original 
practice in selecting jurymen. Possibly this is 
what is the matter with our system. in the 
performance of every other duty of men 
in society the more they know 
about what § they have to do the 
better qualified they are. Why not for the 
duty of deciding a case involving life, liberty, 
or property? A man whose mind is capahie ot 
weighing evidence, who knows his own mind, 
could try a case all the better for knowing all 
that is possible to know from outside sources, 
from the newspapers and from personal ob- 
servation as well as from the evidence in court. 
Thie knowledge should not disquaiify a man, 
but should qualify him—sbouid not be cause 
ior challenge. 

How would it do to place every voter's name 
(except those whose occupations or age dis- 
quality) in a box, thoroughiy mix them, and 
when & jury is wanted draw out the 
requisit number by chance, give 3 
fair number of peremptory chatienges, 
and allow challenges for cause on account of 


 {gnorance, stupidity, or lack of sense of jus- 


tice—not on account of intelligence or know!l- 
4 —ů of the trial anda

His 
father, Amos SBroadnax, with whom he 
lives, is President of the Consolidated Electric 
Light Company. A few months ago the son 
got into financial trouble, and & month ago bis 
store on Broadway was closed.

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AN OLD SOLDIER WHO WAS WITH Na- 
POLEON AT WATERLOO. | 


Surgeon, Warrior, Priest, and University 
Professor— He Knew Marshal Ney Per- 
sonally—The Bravest of the Brave a 
Traitor—How Ney Turned His Army Over 
to Napoleon in 1815—How He Became a 
Priest—In Chicago Forty-nine Years Ago. 

There is living within 100 miles of Chicago a 
yenerable man who in bis day bas beena 
surgeon, soldier, priest, and university pro- 
fessor. He was a surgeon in the army of the 
First Napoleon. accompanied the Emperor 
during the campaign against Russia, and was 
present at the great conqueror’s downfall at 
Waterloo. As a priest bis history is of special 
interest to the Catholics and old settlers 
of Chicago, as he was tho second 
man, Marquette being the first, to cele 
brate mass within the limits of this 
city. This man is the Rev. Louis Joseph Ney- 
ron, Professor of Anatomy and Medicine in the 
University of Notre Dame, near South Bend, 
Ind. Father Neyron is in his 96th year. but 
he shows none of the usual signs of advanced 
age. His intelleot is as clear as it was fifty 
years ago, he does not use spectacies or un cane, 
is as erect as a soldier, and, in a word, is in 
complete control of ail bis faculties. During the 
commencement exercises of the university his 
appearance on the campus attracted te at- 
tention of hundreds of visitors when some of 
the students made his identity known. He 
was walking up the shady avenue leading to 
the piazza of the main building attired in his 
cCassock and a black slouch hat, and was ac 
companied by a pet terrier that is his constant 
companion in his walks. Every one who saw 
bim remarked bis striking resemblance to the 
pictures of Victor Hugo. He is above the 
medium hight, has broad shoulders, surmount- 
ed by a large, well-shaped bead, partially bald 
at the top and covered at the sides 
and dack with flowing white 
His beard is almost white. When be noticed 
that he was attracting attention he turned 
from the w and went over to a fountain in 
the centre of the grounds, closely followed by 
the dog. The priest sat down on the curbing 
of the fountain, and ata signal from him the 
or ee into the water and began to swim 
abo 

Several well-known Chicago people, accom- 
panied by a TRIBUNE reporter, went over to 
talk to him. He said: *Myself and my friend 
Jack here are taking our murning stroll. Jack 
is a Omart dog and is a terror to rate and 
snakes.

“Were you at the battle of Waterloo, fa- 
ther?” some one in the group. abruptly asked. 

The old man looked at the questioner a mo- 
ment, and replied: ** Well, now. who has been 
telling you about me?

Did you know Marsbal Ney personally?“ 

Indeed I did, to my sorrow.’ 

“There have been a great many stories 
afloat to the effect that Marshal Ney was never 
executed, but was allowed to escape, and that 
he came to settle lu this country. 

es. I bave heard a story to that effect. It 
is as amusing as it is ridiculous. I am vos 
tive beyond any doubt that he was sbot. I 
had comrades in some of the companies of sol- 
dters from which the detail of men was drawn 
for the execution.. Depend upon it that, had 
the men to whom he said, ‘My comrades, fire!’ 
been disposed to let him escape, the English 
would have seen to it that toey did not.“ 

Did the soldiers sympathize with Ney in his 
downfall?” ’ 

It they did they indulged in a bit of false 
sentimentality. Ney was a traitor, nothing 
but a traitur, to his sovereign, his country, 
his own honor, and the confiding soldiers whom 
he hoodwiaked ead voluntarily turned over to 
Napoleon to be slaughtered at the battle of 


Waterloo. He richly deserved bis fate, and 1 
don’t believe that the sad remnant of the 


worn-out army that he betrayed shed many 
tears over him.“ 

„Were you with Ney’s army when he turned 
it over to Napoleon?” 

“3 was, and 1 well remember the day that 
Ney’s act of ‘treachery took place. Ney's and 
the straggling army of Napoleon met at 
Otoe bridge, better known at tne time 
as the Bridge of the Holy Ghost. Napo- 
leon’s army was encamped a few miles 
from the bridge opposit our lines. The morn- 
ing after our encampment we saw some flags 
of truce in advance of Napoleon's army, and 
it was then that thé men first began to sus- 
pect Ney’s plans, but the suspicions were not 
even whispered... Soon the flags disappeared, 
and Ney gave orders to prepare for an attack. 
We were prepared to attack and marcbed 
on to the bridge. When we reached 
the opposit side of the bridge we 
noticed about a dozen men advancing 
trom Napoleon’s army on horseback bearing 
flags of truce. Our army, which ali told did 
not exceed 20,000 men, came to a halt. The 
men on horseback advanced and the centre 
one of the group proved to be Napoleon him- 
self. At sicht ot him Ney and his staff dis- 
mounted. Napoleon also dismounted and was 
warmly embraced by Ney and his officers. Of 
course a shout in honor of Napoleon went up 
from our ranks.- Well, history bas recorded 
the rest. Wewere forced to combine with 
Napoleon’s army of boys between the ages of 
18 and 20 years and go on to Waterioo and 
defeat.“ [ 

„Were you taken prisoner at Waterloo!“ 

“ Yes, although I might have escaped had I 
not stopped in my flight to attend to the 
wounds of an officer to whom I was much at- 


} tached, Gen. Pupuso. As I was dashing ulong 


on my horse, dodging a storm of bullets, | saw 
the General stretched upon the ground, bleed- 
ing from a fatal wound in the shoulder. I dis- 
mounted to dress the wound, and while I was 
doing so a squad of Prussians came upon me 
and captured me. They stripped me of nearly 
all my clothing and what money I hadi and 
turned me over to the English army, where 
there wus a lack of surgeons, nearly all the 
English surgeons baving deserted their posts. 
Gen. Lorton was the commander of the divis- 
10n to which I was assigned, and | was treated 
by bim and bis army with the utmost kindness 
and gentlemanly courtesy. The General even 
allowed me a stipend, and put none of the 
usual restrictions of prisoners of war upon 
me. When I was taken to Paris by the En- 
glish I found myself a complex prisover. so to 
speak. I wasa prisoner of Louis XVIII. be- 
cause I was in Ney's deserting army, and a 
prisoner of the English because I was taken 
while fighting them. However, the French 
Minister of War knew that I was with Napo- 
leon aguinst my will, and be forthwith assigned 
me to duty as Surgeon-in-Chief to the First 
Regiment of artillery. I went to report this 
assignment to the English enetal, and he 
positively refused to surrender me. He said, 
with a good-natured laugh, No, Neyron, you 
are our prisoner, and we need prisoners of 
your profession badly just now. Therefore, 1 
will change the program. I hereby order you 
sent to minister to the surgical wants of the 
army at Calais and Dunkirk.“ It is 
neediess to say that the order was 
carried out. In fact, 1 never saw the French 
Minister of War again. The Englist allowed

THE MORE OR LESS “GLORIOUS” FOURTH. 
Today is the day we celebrate”’—or 


rather it would be did it not fall on Sunday— 
and the question is, How ought we to cele- 
brate it?“ Are we old enough yet to have a 
comfortable and quiet celebration, or are we 
still so young that we can delight only in 
letting our exuberance boil over in fire- 


crackers, *‘ cat torpedoes,” and toy pistols? . 


The New York Sun believes that the way 
to make it truly the glorious Fourth” is to 
„keep sober and let her rip,“ evidently feel- 
ing that we are a Nation—so to speak—still 
in the small clothes of boyhood, The Mayor 
thinks that the whole matter should be 
turned over to Young America and fell 
license given him to make a pandemonium of 
the city for at least one day and night. Others 
believe that such noisy amusements should 
be abated and a more dignined celebration, 
conducted by older people, be substitnted. 
We, however, are inclined to favor a middle 
course. 

Every reasonable expression of our jubila- 
tion upon the anniversary of our National 
birthday ought of course to be permitted. 
But in a great city like Chicago the deaten- 
ing and incessant din of the conventional 


celebration is attended by creat discomfort 


to many to whom noise is harmful and by 
serious danger to the large portion of the 
publie that indulges in the Guieter celebra- 
tion of taking its sweetheart out for a drive; 
and of all our National holidays the Fourth 
of July is the only one on which it is deemed 
necessary for the Police and Fire Depart- 
ments to make special arrangéments for the 
emergencies requiring their services which 


invariably arise. All these discomforts are 


the results of a species of fun insisted upon 
by the youngsters, which unhappily is no 
less harmful to themselves than to others. 
The noise is clearly the most objectionable 
part of the festivities. And so it is fair to 
say the noise-makers should be compeiled to 
go out into the fields beyond the city limits 
for their fun and not be permitted to make 
the day a nuisance and night hideous to those 
who wish to mind their own business in peacg 
and quiet at home. 

The fireworks in the evening are attended 
with less danger to others than to those who 
manipulate them, and they must take care of 
themselves. But there is always the danger 
of fire, and that should be abated as much as 
possible by not permitting rockets, and pin- 
wheels, and roman candies anywhere in the 
vicinity of buildings. If property handled 
these agents of amusement, in their proper 
places, may be rendered harmless; but. it is | 
so difficult to keep them in their proper 
places that it would be better not to allow

CITY PASSENGER CARRIERS. . 

As THE TRIBUNE anticipated, the attempt 
to boycott the street-cars with a view to se- 
cure lower rates and better accommodations 
has proved an unmistakable failure. Un- 
doubtedly there is a widespread conviction 
that the service, rendered by the street-car 
companies should be better and cheaper, but 
it is not practicable for individuals to abah- 
don their accustomed means of travel and 
teansfer their patronage for the time being to 
the suburban railroads or other carriers. Only 
in exceptional cases do the street-car lines 
enter into competition with other carriers, 
and the great majority of passengers 
must use certain meatis of conveyance 
whether satisfied with the accommodations 
ornot. In this state of affairs a general 
boycott of the street-car lines is wholly im- 
practicable, Other means must be found to 
enforce the demands of the traveling public. 

The suggestion that travel be diverted to 
the suburban ‘railroad trains was ill-advised. 
The service rendered by steam and horse 
cars is in such wide contrast as to make it 
(save perhaps on the Illinois Central) non- 
competitive even when the lines run to the 
same points, Take, for instance, the Douglas 
Park Station, which is reached by the Ogden 
avenue horse-cars and by the Burlington sub- 
urban trains, the fare for a single ride being 
on the former five and on the latter 44 cents. 
The railroad offers quicker transportation 
and other marked advantages, but at cer- 
tain times of the day and evening trains are 
infrequent and passengers may be com- 
pelled to wait for hours, whereas the horse- 
cars are running constantly. Much the same 
contrast will be found on all the other sub- 
urban roads, the average fare for a single- 
ride ticket to a five-mile point being 15 cents 
aud in no case less than 10. Now, the rail- 
roads do not aim to leave their patrons the 
choice of taking suburban trains or street- 
carsas may be. most convenient at the mo- 
ment, but by issuing so-called commutation 
tickets they require the passenger to pay for 
a certain amount of transportation in advance, 
and if on account of sickness, absence, or 
other cause he fails to use any of the coupons 
within the time indicated they become a dead 
loss. The commutation ticket being limited 
and non-transferable, the holder pays for his 
ride whether he gets it or not. Commutation 
tickets thus hedged in with regulations un- 
known on street-car lines are sold as low as 
six or seven cents to five-mile points, but 
they are available only for the members of 
the family who use them every day. In re- 
spect to speed and comfort the suburban 
trains have manifest advantages, but only on 
one or two lines are the rates or regulations 
such as to bring them into competition with 
the street-cars. 

Competition being almost unknown among 
the city passenger carriers, the public must 
look to the law for their regulation and con- 
trol. It is not practicable to divert travel or 
inaugurate public boycotts against these lines. 
There is, however, no reason why city and 


i, 


brought within the jurisdiction of the Rail- 
road and Warehouse Commissioners, and 
that board empowered to fix maximum rates 
and require reasonable and sufficient accom- 
modations to be furnished the public. Any 
person or set of persons could then make 
complaint at the cost of letter-postage and 
have the grievance investigated by a body 
competent to send for persons and papers 
and render an impartial judgment. Disputed 
questions, such as the heating of cars, the 
-practicability of three-cent fares for short 
distances, and the propriety of a no-seat- 


itatively determined. The. time must soon 
come when surface, elevated, 
cable, and horse car lines must be put under 
Governmental control just as railroads are 
now. Of course, the companies would resist 
such an effort strenuously, but there can be 
no reasonable doubt that the doctrfne of the 
Granger cases reaches common carriers of 
every description, and should be applied ac- 
cordingly in the manner necessary for the 
public good. 


DON’T BOYCOTT UNCLE 8AM. 


Lodge of the Brotherhood of Railway Mail 
Clerks had better think twice before they de- 
cide upon sending the Postmaster-General 
the resignations of their associates now in 
their keeping. It is very unlikely that their 
demand or request for an explanation from 
that functionary. of the dismissal of twenty- 
nine members of their asgociation recently 
will be responded to. His reasons have been 
given, they indicate that any further at- 
tempt to boycott Uncle Sam will prove un- 
fruitful of good results to the boycotters. 
They ought to bear it in mind that the Post- 
Office Department is overflowing with appli- 
eations for appointments, and that the head 
of that department has made more removals 
than any other officer of the Cabinet. There 
is a Congressional election coming, and a 
few judicious appointments of railway mail 
clerks would help Democratic candidates in 
close districts. Railway mail clerks are, it 
is true, skilled employés, but new men have 
been in training to take their places. Their 
work can be done by the substitutes, Mr. 
Vilas~gill not hesitate to dismiss any num- 
ber of faithful and efficient employés” if 
they shall give him a pretext. He would 
rather enjoy being boycotted. That is what 
this civil-service reform Administration 
wants. 
DISPOSING OF THE DEAD. + 

A new method ot cremation, it is said, has 
been invented in Philadelphia and will soon 
be put into operation there.. The agent to be 
employed is electricity. A powerful dynamo 
will be made to send a current through the 
body longitudinally, the result being an al- 
most instantaneous disintegration into the 
chemical elements and ibeir simpler combi- 
nations. It is claimed that this method of 
disposing of the dead will prove to be much 
preferable to the process of incineration hith- 
erto employed in the crematories of the Old 
World and the New. 

The burial problem has not hitherto been a 
very troublesome one in this country, except 
at New Orleans, where the graveyards are 
often below the actual water level. But it is 
fast becoming so in the larger cities of the 
East, and ere many years will imperatively 
demand attention here. Inthe more densely 


settled centres of population in Europe the 


| dead are not only crowding upon their prede- 


| cessors but on the living. Some of the 
burial grounds there have been used so much 


| that it is impossible to take up a spadeful of 


| “earth” which does not contain human 
bones, and the soil is so thoroughly ver- 
| meated with the results of decomposition 
as to be a perpetual menace to the 
health of the people in the vicin- 
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Only a few weeks ago the rector of an En- 
glish church gave through the press a state- 
ment that forms a startling argument in 
favor of cremation. His house (the rectory) 
can only be reached by passing through the 
churchyard. The path has several times 
given way, allowing him and others to sink 
deeply into the holes left by the decay ot 
corpse and coffin, apd one person recently 
died of brain-fever caused by such an ex- 
perience late at night at the rector’s front 
door. 

It is a wonder that, in view of the press- 
ure, the people of the Old World have not 
resorted extensively to cremation before 
now. Nothing but popular prejudice has 
stood in the way of the reform, and it must 
soon be overpowered by the necessities of 
the case. The inhabitants of this country 
should profit by their experience, without 
wattmng for the inconvenience and danger 
already incurred on the other side of the At- 
lantic. It-will not be many years before the 
cemeteries that surround this city will be in- 
vaded by the spreading tide of popusation, as 
two or three have already been, and the 
opening up of other burlal-places farther out 
will but increase the evil, as the number of 


interments is rapidly enlarging with bach 


succeed ing year. 


-. APRATID OF A GOOD JURY. 

As might have been expected, Judge Gary 
decided yesterday morning that the State was 
entitled in the Anarchist cases to as many 
peremptory challenges in selecting a jury as 
the defense, The claim of Capt. Black and 


nis colleagues for the defense that the State 


was entitled to but twenty such challenges 
was absurd. The Anarchists were indicted by 
the State in one lot to avoid dilatory tactics, 


and the crafty defense was very properly | 


overruled by the court. The point made by 
Capt. Black was a frivolous pretext by which 
it was sought to pack the jury with asses. 
The time spent in listening to the arguments 
made to sustain it was wasted; but una- 
voldably wasted because the court evi- 
dently intends to allow the defend- 
ants full latitude. It is better that 
they should, be allowed this latitude 
as a measure tending to avoid a rehearing of 
the case. Judging from the performance of 
yesterday, however, it is evidently the inten- 
tion of the defense to abuse every concession 
of the court and the State. One of their 
lawyers made the silly argument that the IIII- 
nols statute should be interpreted by the 
statutes of other Sta rather than by the 
common understanding and the practice in 
this State, Overruled in this argument, he 
quoted from Blackstone on ‘humanity to 
defendants.” Humanity to defendants in 
Blackstone’s day was doled ont in limited 
quantities, when a man was convicted with- 
out right of appeal and hanged for stealing a 
sheep! 

Judge Gary in overruling the point said 
it had already been decided several times in 
that court, and that was sufficient. Capt. 
Black thereupon noted an exception. While 
every Onéréalizes and is willing that defend- 
ants’ counsel should resort to every proper 
legal means to save their clients, such a ruse 
as this last, and others like it perhaps to 
come, can only serve to bring the case into 
disrepute. 

In spite of it two additional jurors were ac- 
cepted yesterday.

He drives 
Mr. Bright into a corner from which there is 
no escape except by hard fighting or abject 
surrender, The case is put so sharply and 
directly that it is impossible that the voters 
shall not be influenced on the merits of the 
controversy. Has Mr. Bright through envy 
or disappointment been led to misrepresent 
his old colleague? Has he permitted him- 
self to be the tool of the Tory party to ma- 
liciously obstruct the policy of Mr. Glad- 
stone ? 

Mrs. Gladstone is so thoroughly in sympa- 
thy with her husband in this matter that she 
undertakes to convey his messages to public 
meetings and reads them to the assembled 
thousands, who greet her for her own and 
her husband’s sake with tremendous ap- 
plause. Friends by the score have deserted 
him.

THE KNIGHTS REPUDIATE ANARCHISM. 
The District Assembly of the Knights of 


Labor in this city has adopted a resolution 
providing that any member of the order who 


shall ‘* publicly advocate or avow his belief 


in what is commonly known as Anarchism 
shall be expelled” from the organization 
and that belief in Anarchism by a candidate 
for membership shall be a permanent bar 
to his admission.” The ofticers of the as- 
sembly, in reporting the resolution, set torth 
cogent reasons for its adoption in an ac 
companying statement. They say that the 
Knights of Labor is an organization of 
peace, whose aims and objects are the better- 
ment of the condition of its members, and 
whose methods are peaceful agitation, argu- 
ment, and arbitration.” The organization 
appeals to public opinion for the sustainment 
of demands based on justice and equity, and 
repudiates all sympathy with persons who 
proclaim themselves at war with society and 
advocate social war, which, as the spokesmen 
of the Knights of Labor say, is nothing less 
than violence and murder.“ In emphatic 
language the Knights assert that the doors 
of the organization must hereafter be closed 
to the advocates of anarchy. 
as the District Assembly declares, are the

A LIBERAL VANDERBILT AT LAST. 


go, well directed. Cornelius Vanderbilt has 
just had plans prepared for a building with a 
froutage of eighty and a depth of forty feet, 
to be used for the benefit of railroad men in 
the service of the companies centering at the 
Grand Central Depot in New York. This 
building he proposes to at the corner of 
Madison avenue and Fo th street, on a 
lot owned by the New York Central and not 
available for railroad purposes, The struct- 
ure isto be a substantial one, with bath- 
rooms, gymnasium, meeting hall, reading 
rooms, library, and sleeping rooms for men 
detained late on duty, It is to be erected at 
Mr, Vanderbilt’s expense, the company hav- 
ing unanimously decided to deed the lot to 
certain trustees for the purpose. ‘The per- 
petuity of the benefit is to be assured by 
placing it under the control of a board of 
trustees, 

The gift is a most praiseworthy one, and it 
will serve to encourage a spirit of gcood-feel- 
ing between the Vanderbilt lines and thelr 
employés, 


Some suggestive incidents crop out during 
the progress of the British elections.

Spain’s New Consular Tariff,

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MUSIC IN ‘THE SCHOOLS. 


AN INVESTIGATION BY THE SCHOOL 
SUPERINTENDENT OF BOSTON. 


Do the Children Learn te Sing?—An Appli- 
eation of Individual Tests with Good Re- 
sults—Suggestions to Secure the Harmo- 
nious and Efficient Working ef All the 
Forces Employed in Musical Instruction 
—What Has Been Accomplished. : 

Boston Herald: It will de remembered that, 
after repeated unsuccessful efforts, an order 
was adopted a few months ago by the 
school committee authorizing an investi- 
gation into the methods pursued and results 
obtained in the study of music in the 


tendent of the Schools has just pre- 
sented his report upon the subject, and an 
abstract of the opinions formed by himself 
and the supervisors, after a necessarily hur- 


them, is given below. It is gratifying that this 
examination was given into the bands of those 
familiar with educational methods rather than 
to experts in the science of music, because of | 
the more practical consideration of the issue 
thus made possible. The tone of the report 
indicates a desire upon the part of Suverin- 
tendent Seaver to present a plain common 
sense statement of the matter he and his asso- 


is no mistaking the statements made. The 
statement made by Superintendent Scaver that 
“About all our sehool-singing is done in 
chorus, where a few voices lead all the rest.“ 
and the results attending the very simple test 
in sight-singing put by the investigating super- 
visors indicate that the study of music in the 
public schools has not for many years been as 
successfully pursued as the reiterated state- 
ments of the ex-Chairman of the Music Com- 
mittee have implied. However discouraging 
the present situation may be, it is a source of 
gratification to know that there is at last an 
admission that improvements may be made ia 
this portion of the studies in the Boston public 
scbools. 

Superintendent Seaver begins his report by 
stating the results of a consideration of tpe 
written reports submitted by the several spe- 
cial instructors in music, made at the request 
of the supervisors, and says that from these 
statements, as well as from subsequent confer- 
ences with the instructors separately, it ap- 
pears that the authorized course in instruc- 
tion for the primary and grammar schools is 
not closely followed, save, perbaps, in one in- 
stance. The departures, however, are not 80 
much in the ground covered ag in the methods 
of instruction used.”’ 

The next step, continues Superintendent 
Seaver, in the investigation was suggested by 
the assertion sometimes made, that, with ali 
the trouble and expense attending the instruc- 
tion in music, our children do not learn to sing. 
This, of course, is a loose, sweeping assertion, 
partly true and partly false. No one who uses 
it expects to be taken literally. The real ques- 
tion is, how many cbildren fall and how many 
succeed, through their school instruction, in 
learning enough to meet a reasonable test—for 
example, that of reading simple music at sight 
without the aid of an instrument? If this 
question could be definitly answered by apply- 
ing proper tests to all the all over the 
city we might then be in a position to judge 
intelligentiy and conclusively concerning the 
value of our wusical instruction in general, 
and the merits of rival methods in particular. 
With a view of learning what tne indications 
on this point might be, the supervisors ex- 
perimented with atest which had been sgug- 
gested to them, but were prevented from gomse 
very far with it, partly by lack of time and 
partly by the children being seriously die- 
turbed by the unfamiliar nature of the test. 
Still, the results are not witbout interest, and 
such as they are they shall be given. 

The second classes of sixteen grammar 
schools, in different parts of the city, were 
tested in order to determine the degrees of fa- 
cility shown by individuals in singing at sight 


sition was used in this test: 
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The children were taken, two at a time, into 
a side room, given the pitch of C, required to 
find from that their key-notes, and then to sing 
the piece, each sustaining bis own part. In 
some cases the time was beaten for the pupils, 
and in others the pupils were required to beat 
time for themselves. As already int! 
mated, some of the children were dis- 
turbed oy the unfamiliar method of the 
test. Very seldom in our schools are individ- 
uals called upon to smg, as they are called 
upon to recite other lessons—to read, for im- 
stance. About all our school singing is done 
in chorus, where a few voices lead all the rost. 
To apply individual tests, therefore, was some- 
thing new; and, when such tests were applied 
to boys and giris just comme into the seif- 
conscious age, the former were sometimes 
found shy and awkward, and the latter a little 
bysterical. Younger children would not have 
been so troubled. 

. The results of the test in different parts of 
the city were remarkably uniform. The num- 
ber of children who sang the piece at sight, 
and at least passably weill, varied from one- 
half to two-thirds of the whole; and in nearly 
all the schools there was a fair proportion of 
the children whose performances were deemed 
excellent. 

It is possible that tests of this or a better 
kind might be carried far enough to discover 
a superiority in the methods pursued by one 
special instructor of music over the methods 
pursued by the others; but io the results thus 
far obtained there are no apparent indications 
of the existence of such a superiority. 

In summing up the results of the investiga- 
tions made into the varied plans followed by 
the several special instructors, Supt. Seaver 
states that little, if any, difference was founda 
in the actual proficiency of pupils in different 
parts of the city, or between the pupils cared 
for by the several special instructors. As re- 
gards the different views neid by the several 
instructors as to methods of instruction, Su- 
perintendent Seaver says that The suver- 
visors were gratified to discover such traita oi 
similarity in the views expressed by the dif- 
ferent instructors as clearly indicate the possi- 
bility of their harmoniously working together 
under suitable conditions. ; 

Aud this is the end to be secured by any 
arrangements that may be made for the future 
—a barmonious and efficient working of al 
the forces employed in the musical instruction. 

To this desirable end the following sugges- 
tions may lead: 

“(1) The course of instruction in music 
shoula be recast in a form to leave instructors 
reasonably free as to methods, but bound as 
to the general character and aim of the work 
in each grade or year. In particular, the 
course should be freed from references to the 
pages of text-books. This has been found 
beneficial in other branches, and would uo- 
doubtedly be found so in this, 

“(2) Proper tests should be devised and ap- 
plied, from time to time, to ascertain the ro- 
sults of the instruction. The tests should be 
applied to individuais, and the teaching should 
be such as to make the application of such 
tests natural and easy. The testing Wy whole 
classes singing in chorus is misleading and un- 
sat s actory. 

“(3) The excellent books and charts now au- 
thorized should be continued in use like other 
ks, not to hamper teachers in respect 
to method, but simply to furnish the materia! 
for instruction. The liberal use of supp! 
mentary material is to be encouraged, but 
under reguiation by the proper authorities. 

%) Certain songs, selected for their excel 
lence in point of poetry as well as of music, 
and appropriate for the purpose in view, 
should be prescribed by all the schoois in the 
city, to be thoroughly learned by rote or other- 
wise, and to be often sung for the mere pleas 
ure of . This suerestion was made some 
years ago, but it appears not to have been 
actedon much. It deserves to be revived. 

(5) More can and should be done than is 
now done to prepare the regular teachers for 
their part in musical instruction. The pr 
mary teachers, in particular, should be called 
together occasionally, by districts or neighbor- 
booda, to be instructed in methods 
special instructors; and authority should be 
granted to bold these meetiugs in schoo!-time, 
and to dismiss some Of the primary ciasses oc-

THE LAKE SHORE STRIKE, 


All Quiet Along the Tratcks—Tom Collins 
Objects to Spending a Month in Jail. 

Thomas Collins, the striker who was sen- 

tenced to thirty days in the County Jail by 
Judge Shepard for contempt of court in break- 
ing the terms of an injunction restraining him 
from interfering with the Lake Shore Road, 
said yesterday that be was not ov the engines 
which were driven in chase of the deputies and 
new employés of the company either at the 
forenoon or afternoon race. He said: * I 
tried to prevent tne first two engines from go- 
ing. After the strikers came back on the en- 
gines 1 cautioned the cord not to 
do anything out of the way. The even- 
ing of June 25, about 5:40 o'clock, both 
the main tracks were biocked up at or near 
Forty-sixth street. There were a lot of flat 
cars derailed there. The mail was due to 
leave, 1 knew, and left the city at 5:30. I 
went down to the wrecks to get the mail safely 
through.

In one way this is favorable to the painters 
who have the courage to work amid guch dis- 
couraging surroundings. They work less for 
the market and live more closely to the best in 
them. They are not timid, for they have little 
adverse criticism to contend with. If there 
are new types to be discovered bere it is their 
privilege to present them to the world, 

On leafy little Evergreen avenue, beyond the 
scents, and flies, and common places of the 
Milwaukee avenue line of cara, lives the young 
Bouemian, Marie Koupai-Lusk, who has won 
more praise in the comparatively short time 
she has painted than any other woman artist 
in Chieago. Her story is a picturesque one. 
She was born in Bohemia, the daughter of 
peasants, who came to this country when she 
was 5 years old to win bread by easier meth- 
ods than those her overcrowded country af- 
forded. She grew apace into a tall, gaunt girl, 
strong of muscle, and she scrubbed steps

line. She introduced her to Mr. Peterson, an 
artist in this city who was no jess disinterested 
in his practical encouragement. A few years 
later Marie Koupal had saved enough money 
from the t@aching of pupils and the sale of 
pictures to enable ner to go to Paris and study 
there. M. Brozik, the well-known French 
painter, put an idea into her bead. He told 
her to paint for the Salon. Miss Koupal 
timidiy refused. Brosik insisted. She began 
her painting of Romoia and ber father in the 
dim library where Tito met the woman whose 
happiness he destroyed. Brozik carried the 
canvas off to his studio and made Miss Koupal 
finish the accessories there with the aid of bis 
rugs, his draperies, his carvings, and his 
bronzes. She 
America before the Salon opened and 
left her picture behind her. When she arrived 
in New York she received a message saying 
that ber picture bad been accepted. Her sub- 
jects bave for the most part been ambitious. 
“Tne Friar and Juliet, how owned by Mrs. 
Coonley; the Guinevere's Dream, owned by 
Mr. Egan, brother of the artist; the Mer- 
maids,’’ owaed by the Misses Gardner: and the 
“Parting of Arthur from Guinevere, which 
hangs in her studio, are examples of her ambi- 
tious choice of subjects. The portrait which 
she painted of Mrs. James W. Porter's 
mother, and which at present bangs in the 
Art Institute, and those of the Misses Blatch- 
ford are well known in this city. About two 
years ago she was very bappiiy married to a 
gentieman who offers every encouragement to 
hér in her work, andin her parior bangs the 
face of a little boy almost a year old which is 
aftaitoful copy of the child who sits be- 


side her in her studio as she paints. 
and about whose golden head she 
weaves Visions of future fame and power. 


On her easel stands a picture roughly blocked. 
«with one head partially filled in with warm, 
dusky flesh tints. It represents two Bohemian 
peasant girls in Sunday attire wnispering some 
giris’ sly secret. In the elaborated head there 
is a promise of great power. The drawing is 
firm and beautifuland the coloring a genuine 
satisfaction to look upon. 
It is ten years since Miss Annie Shaw opened 
a studio in Chicago. At that time she was a 
pupil fresh from the bands of Mr. G. H. Ford. 
In her work were some traces of his instruo- 
tion, but even then the observer noticed daring 
deviations which were unusual for a mere 
student. “Iam very grateful to Mr. Ford. 
said Miss Shaw, for the work which he did 
for me. He taught me to draw; he helped me 
to understand nature, and then he left me to 
do as I chose. He never taught me 
to de an imitator of other people's methods. 
After I had finished studying i went into the 
woods—the woods of Massachusetts, of Maine, 
of the Adirondacks, I painted nature as l saw 
it, and I did not know until I had returned and 
compared my new sketches with my old ones 
that my style bad changed.” Certain of these 
oid studies hang now upon ber walls. The 
drawing is good, but not particulariy strong, 
the coloring a little conventional, and the man- 
ner detailed. Miss Shaw's late pictures, wheth- 
er in oils or water colors, whether of animals 
or landscapes, are in the style of a modified 
impressionist. The manner of her High 
Noon” and *“ Russet Eve — the first on ex- 
hibition in the year 1884, the second in 1885, at 
the Exposition galleries—wili be weil remem- 
bered. They were absolutely individual in 
their treatment. However much ber method 
was criticised by the admirers of crispness and 
prettiness, every one was willing to admit that 
an artist of unusual bravery and personality 
had appeared. Said a picture-deaier of this 
city: ** The time is surely coming when to suy 
‘that picture is an Annie Shaw’ will be to en- 
titie it to immediate consideration.” ; 
Owing to a severe iliness of five months’ 
duration Miss Shaw will de unable to exbibit 
at the exposition this year. Thisis the more 
to be regretted as the exhibition is to be of 
American artists only, and it was to be hoped 
that no representative brush would be without 
some illustrative work. 
Mr. J. H. Dale, Mr. Charles L. Hutchinson, 
Mr. Walter Larned, Mr. Butterfield, Mr. Will 
iam Cunningbam, Mr. A. A. Munger, Mr. C. E. 
Gifford, Mr. Haskell of the Boston Herald, and 
Mr. Hooper, a well-known connoisseur on 
Beacon street, possess the best of Mise Shaw's 
works. At present Miss Shaw bas no public 
studio, but as soon as ber health has been re- 
gained she will begin active work. She exhib- 
its ordinarily at the American and Metropoli- 
tan Art Galieries in New York, the Boston Art 
Club, the National Academy, and the Wate:- 
Color Exhibition at New York, ana the Penn- 
sylvania Academy of Fine Arts, Philadelphia. 
No lady artist in this city has bad better op- 
portunities for perfecting herself ia ber art 
than Mra. E. L. 8. Adams. The vdenefits of a 
cultivated ancestry have been bers. She was 
reared in an atmosphere of books, of pictures, 
and of music. She bas studied in Paris, in 
Florence, and in Rome. Many of the most 
promirent artists in the United States are ber 
friends. But sue has also labored under a 
disadvantage.

Three years of 
study in Paris and a year and a half mn Ger- 
many have given her a well-grounded educa- 
tion, which, added to a discriminating taste, 
helps her to produce some very gracefu! water- 
colors.

And 
it might not be considered out of place to sug- 
gest that if the same rule governing the utter- 
ance of cuss words while engaged in ringing 
the chimes were made to apply to those of the 
congregation and outsiders who cuss when 
aroused from the luxury of an extra Sunday 
morning snooze by the enthusiastic chopping- 
out on the belis of ‘‘ Abide with me,” Awake 
my soul,“ and the rest, the church treasury 
would know considerable expansion during 
the year.

The bells of St. James are the only “‘chimes”’ 
in Chicago. The nearest thing approaching 
them in similarity is the peal of bells in 
the Franciscan Church at Polk and Clark 
streets. St. James’ are probably the only oes 
of their kind in the West, as a man who has 
made the subject of bells a life-study told a 
TRIBUNE reporter the other day that he had 
not beard of a set of chimes being purchased 
west of Philadelphia for ten or a dozen years, 
and was sure he would bave heard of such a 
purchase if there bad been one. There was a 
chime of twenty-two bells in the old Michigan 
Avenue Baptist Church in 1870. People who 


remember them, though, say it wasn’t much of 
a chime, the tone of the bells being of indif- 
ferent quality and the intervals badly pitched. 
So nobody was very much dissatistied when the 


giiwe of bells was sold at the time the congre- 


Kation reorganized, after the church itself had 
been destroyed by fire. : 

The St. James chimes were presented to the 
church by Isabella W., Helen L., and Lesiie 
and Ernest Carter, in memory of their father, 
James Carter. The deed conveying the prop- 
erty to “he church officiais and their successors, 
engrossed on parchment, hangs in the vestry, 
and sets forth that the ten bells are to remain 
the property of the church forever, on condi- 
tion that they are kept in good repair and in 
constant use. 

In company witb the sexton of the eburch 
the writer visited the tower of St. James one 
day last week to get a closer view of the bells 
that in years gone by had so often rendered 
the employment of a stenographer by the re- 
cording angel necessary on his account. The 
sextop was very far removed from the one 
of romapce, being a young man with a 
drooping amber mustache instead of the gray- 
locked, toothless old ghou! (in fancy) who at so 
many musical gatherings informs his hearers 
that he “gathers them in.“ A climb up an 
almost perpendicular ladder through an open 
trap-door brought the explorers to the floor 
from which the chimes are rune, and here it 
was that the poem with which this articie 
opens was encountered. On the north wail, 
too, was another card, bearing the follewing, 
inscribed in old English characters and sur- 
mounted by the date 1670—even earlier En- 
glish: 

Who Rings Thys belle 
Let him loke welle 
To Hands and hedde and herte, 
Ye hande for werke, 
. Ye hedde for wyle, 
Ye herte for worshyppe’s part. 
The sexton gave expression to great relief at

the above. It had heretofore, he admitted, 
„ queered him. In the middle of the floor 
stood a sort of wooden framework, from the 
side of which ten strong wooden handles, ficted 
to as many bars fixed horizontaliy on hinges 
at the tarther end, protruded. To these bars 
are attached long wooden rods, which run up 
through the ceiling and connect with beiis 
above. Immediately above each handle is the 
letter denoting the place of the bell it rings in 
the musical scale. A rack, on which a bymn- 
book stands ready for use, completes the outfit. 

As the sexton led the way to the next ladder 
he pointed to a strong hempen rope, dangling 
through a hole in one corner of the ceiling to 
the floor, and informed his charge that it was 
here he 
Set the bell a-tolling ee 

When the bride to the churchyard was borne; 
And the solemn notes went rolling 

To tell of a heart forlorn. 

The reporter resisted an inclination to give 
the cord a yank, and followed the sexton up 
the iadder, which was even more uncompro- 
misingly erect and dusty than the one below. 
As the top was reached half a dozen pigeons 
fluttered with sacrilegious haste through tbe 
apertures in the sides of the tower leaving 
more dust than regret behind them. t is to 


be presumed that no one has any idea how big 


a church bell is until he sees it. These partic- 
ular ones vary in size from about eighteen 
inches to four feet in diameter at the widest 
part of the swell, as far as could be judged. 
The tenor bell, the largest of all, is a little ro- 
moved from the others, which are grouped in 
a sort of straggling octagon, and some idea 
of ite massiveness may de 
when the reader is 

weighs 3,000 pounds. The great, silent in- 
struments, each hanging there with hammer 
resentfully poised as though threatenmg to 
fall with a bang on the dented metal at any 
moment of its own volition, seemed to offera 
mute protest against the intrusion, and we 
sexton interposed no objection when the re- 
porter expressed a wish to descend. First, 
bowever, he obligingly crawled in amongst the 
bells and read off the Scriptural passages that 
appeared on their sides. The reporter forbore 
to contradict his assertion that the passage 
„ and with righteousness shall He judge the 
world, etc., was an extract from one of the 
commandments, because he assumed that a 
sexton could be forgiven if bis pew-rent had 
tallen into arrears. (As a matter of fact, it is 
with a verse of the Venite of the Episcopal 
prayer-book that each beil is inscribed.) The 
descent to the level of the street was just 
as dusty, and seemed even more steep, than 
the ascent bad been; and the sexton responded 
to the dinner-bell from his comfortable littie 
cottage in the rear of the church with an 


alacrity as pronounced and as creditable as - 


had been bis zeal to show off the good points 
of his bells. 


The St. James chimes were cast in 1876—the | 


date of their presentation to the church—by 
Chaton Meneely & Co. ot Troy, N. V. They 
are rung by Mr. C. E. Bredberg, wbo is an ex- 
pert at the peculiar art possibly without an 
equal in this country. When the bells were 
first put in the tower it was with the under- 
standing that they were not to be rung be- 
tween the hours of 9 a. m. and 8 p. m., hours 
which any unprejudiced person will admit 
should be emmentily satisfactory to ali but 
evil-d:sposed persons who amuse themselves 
durmg the night and sieep through the day.

Burr and his friends determined to enter 
the same tenipting field. As their political-op- 
ponents were in power at Albany, to secure 
the much-coveted charter they were obliged to 
conceal their real object and apply for a cbar- 
ter to furnish the with water with the pro- 
vision that any surplus capital of the company 
might be employed as it should determine.

Now they try 
to enter into an agreement with tue Eastern 
Division bondholders, giving them a large slice 
of the reorganized property, on the condition 
that these bondholders are to assist the Mis- 
souri Pacific management in securing enough 
stock to control the Texas Pacific. Thus peo- 
pie who bought the securities which Gould and 
bis friends manufactured are now contem- 
piating the pleasant prospect of being siaugh- 
tered by him. Investors and speculators, how- 
ever, both in and out of Wall street, have of 
late become much more shrewd, and it will be 
a bard thing for Jay Gould to float any new 
security if be succeeds in carrying through 
this so-called Wistar plan of reorganization. 
The chances of his succeeding, however, are 
somewhat siim, for the opposition on the part 
of the security-holders promises to be a very 
serious one. 

There were during the week endless rumors 
of an agreement between Gould and Garrett in 
regard to a pooling arrangement between the 
Western Union and the Baltimore & Obio Tele- 
graph Companies. But there is not a word of 
truth in the reports circulated. Gould and 
Garrett nave not seen each other for many 
monthe, and the question of pooling or con- 
solidation is so far noteven mentioned at the 
offices of either uf the companies. There can 
be but little doubt that a day will come when 
the whole telegraph service of the country 
will be under one management (whether that 
be the Government or a joint-stock company), 
but that «diay is far off.

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A VICTORY FOR THE B. & 0. 


JUDGE HAWES §DECIDES ‘THE iLAKE- 
FRONT CASE IN ITS FAVOR, 


The Winning Company Legally Entitled to 
the Occupancy of Its Present Depot 
-Grounds—An Appeal Taken— Bound 
Freight Traffic Unprecedentedly Light 
for the Last Week—The Lake Shore 
Strike Partly Responsible for the Un- 
enviable Situation of Affairs. oe, 


In a written opinion requiring more than an 


hour to deliver Judge Hawes yesterday morn- 
ing decided the case of the Illinois Central 
against the Baltimore & Obio, which was tried 
before him without a jury a month ago. The 
object of the suit was to recover possession of 
the grounds occupied by the Baltimore & Ohio 
for the last twelve years as a freight depot. 
Judge Hawes decided the ease adversely to the 
claims of the Lilinois Central, holding that the 
Baltimore & Ohio was legally entitled to occu- 
py the depot grounds. 

The case as presented by counsel, said Judge 
Hawes, involved no complicated legal ques- 
tions, but only the construction of certain in- 
struments and contracts. There was scarcely 
any contest upon either the facts or the law of 
the case. The rights of the Baltimore & Ubio 
arose under the original lease of July 27, 1874, 
whereby the premises now occupied by that 
company were leased to it for five years. 
By the terms of the lease, the 
Baltimore & Onio was at liberty, by giving 
notice within the five years, to acquire perpet- 
ual rights in the property along the lake shore. 
The lease and contemporaneous articles of 
agreement required the lessee, in order to fix 
ites rights in perpetuity, to give notice within 


the five years ofits election to lease perma-. 


nently for its depot a sufficient tract of land 
‘*‘on the Lake-Front,“ and until complete pos- 
session of such land was given it by the Lit 
nois Central the Baltimore & Ohio was to retain 
possession of its original grounds. 

Shortly before the expiration of the period 
ot five years the lessee duly gave notice of its 
election to extend the lease, specifying in tue 
notice as the land for permanent oceupancy 
an oar-shaped tract, of which about two- 
thirds was north and one-third south of the 
eastward extension of Randolph street. The 
plaintiff claimed that this notice was ineffec- 
tual because the land designated was not on 
the Lake- Front.“ The evidence showed that the 
ground had been selected under the advice 
and with the consent of the officers of the IIIi- 
nois Central, and a leese tendered by the 
Baltimore & Ohfo for signature, in which the. 
lands were described as selected. was not only 
received without objection on that score, but 
avother lease describing the same lands was 
drawn up by the IIlinois Central and tendered 
to the defendant. There was perfect concord 


was therefore estopped to claim any. adva 
tage because the land described in the noti 
did not corréspond with the terms of theop- 
tion in the original lease. 

The Baltimore & Ohio, then, by its notice, 
became entitled to the possession of the 
grounds then occupied for a depot until pos- 
session of the new grounds should be given by 
the Illinois Central. All things considered, 1! 
was obvious to the court that the Baltimore & 
Ono was rightfully in possession of the prem- 
ises, and the court would therefore find the 
issues for the defendant.

East- Bound Freight Traffic Very Light for 
the Last Week. 

East-bound freight traffic has been unpre- 

cedently light during the last week. A smalier 

amount of business has not been done by the 


roads running east from here in any one week 


for the last four or five years, and conse- 
quently the railroad officials feel very 
much discouraged. The total shipments 
of all classes of freight (excluding 
live stock) from Chicago to ali Eastern points, 
through and local, by che seven wool lines 
amounted to only 16,345 tons, against 22,403 
tons for the week previous, a decrease of 6,058 
tons. For the corresponding week last year 
the through shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
visions alone amounted to 38,813 tons, or more 
than twice as much as the total shipments of 
ali kinds of freight to through and local points 
during the past week. 

The Lake Shore strike is partly responsible 
for the decrease in shipments, as this road car- 
ried but 600 tons, or 3.7 per cent. Yet if this 
road had even carried as much as it did for the 
week previous, about 4,000 tons, there would 
be a decrease in the total shipments by all the 
lines of over 2,000 tons from the shipments 
of the week previous. But much of 
the freight that would have gone 
by the Lake Shore bad there been no strike 
went by other roads, and conseguentiy the 
Lake Shore strike did not reduce the total 
shipments more than 2,000 tons, leaving still a 
decrease from tbe week previous of over 4,000 
tons, which is due to other causes Wan the 
strike. The heavy decrease is the more dis- 
couraging as the shipments for the last 
week of the month are usually heavier than 
for the first three weeks of the month, because 
deliveries have to be made at the end of each 
month. This clearly demonstrates that the 
much.talked of improvement in business was 
mere moonshine, and was given currency for 
the sole purpose of helping the stock specu- 
lators to boom the market. The fact is that 
railroad business has notoaly not improved 
during the last few weeks, but is now 
in as bad a condition as it ever was belore. 
If there was any demand for our products in 
the East or Europe east-bound shipments 
would now be extraordinarily peavy, as the 
complete demoralization in Western rates ma- 
terialiy reduces the throueu rates from all West- 
ern and Northwestern points to the East. But 
our products are not wanted in the East, and 
therefore low freight rates even will not move 
the stuff.

The New Bridge Over the Sault St. Marie. 


Derrort, Mich., July 3.—[Special.}]—The re- 
cent action of Congress in passing an act 
authorizing a railroad bridge over the Sault 
St. Marie River at the Government Canal bas 
created considerable amusement, not unmixed 
with surprise, among the persons Wo repre- 
sent the Marquette & Mackinac interest in this 
city.

Newberry was in Congress, ne had a bill passed 
authorizing a company to bridge the river at 
the canal, and a corresponding act was passed 
in the Dominion Parliament for the 
same purpose. In this company

partners, and when ye both get ready we will 
set about building it. The bridge is expected 
to cost about $800,000. It will be fitted with a 
draw to accommodate passing vessels. One of 
the terms of the charter is that it may be used 
by any road which requires it. It is not at ail 
likely that two bridges will be erected over the 
canal, so that the only explanation of the affair 
is that the managers of the Wabash system did 
not know that a bridge company had been au- 
thorized, and Congress had forgotten the cir- 
cumstance.

What the Selected Ones Look Like—How 
They Are Dressed and Their Manner in

ings—The Judge 
Jurymen See Their Families Today—

Seven jurors have beén chosen in the cases 
of the Anarchists after two weary ese 
care and worry, and at the present rate of 
progress it will be nearly two wee et be- 
fore the box is filled with the necessary 
twelve. 

C. B. Todd is the largest and finest looking 
man of the seven. He is a broad-shouldered 
heavy-weight of about 190 pounds. His body, 
and head are in proportion. He has a fine 
high forehead, brown mustache and Burn- 
sides, hair cut medium to short, mild, ruddy 


countenance, Roman nose curved proudly ut 
the lower end, to indicate, perhaps. nauteur or 


a disposition to make sport of ludicrous things; 
He wears a 
standing collar, no part of his shirt visible, and 
a gold button on his necktie. His eyes dre 
wide apart and gray. He is 47 years old, a 
Salesman in the Putnam clothmg house, and 
was born near Elmira, N. ¥. At the outbreak 
of the War he enlisted in the Sixth New York 
Heavy Artillery. He lived in Minnesota for 
sixteen years after the War. He is a member 
ot the Baptist Church and lives at No. 1013 
West Polk street. 

Maj. James H. Cole is healthy-looking. He 
is at court every day in a plain gray tailor- 
made suit. His features are those of a Yankee, 
with brown wavy hair not neatly combed, 
brown mustache, straight, well-set nose, ears 
larger than medium, chin shaved, philosophic 
al features generally, and gets into attentive 
moods. He weighs about 145 pounds. His 
eyes are gray and his eyebrows are long. He 
wears clear spectacies, with a string which is 
tucked under his ear, and has a turn-down 
collar, plain black bow necktie, a handkerchief 
sticking out of his highest coat-pocket; the 
upper buttons of his shoes unbuttoned for 
comfort. His pants do not reach to the tops 
of bis shoes, and his stockings are down at the 
top.

Not a single charge of 
violence has been sustained against a member 
during the troublous times of early summer, and 
not a strike has occurred under the orders of the 
district, while scores of incipient difficulties be- 
tween employers and employés have been satis- 
factorily arbitrated. 

It ought to be plain to every right-minded citi- 
zen that there can be no sympathy or aMliation 
between such an rk genet mr and a body of men 
who, while Bw ogg oly proclaim themselves at 
war with society, advocate what they call social 
War,“ but what is in reality violence and murder. 

This class of persons, flaunting themselves as 
the friends and representatives of labor ele- 
ment of the city, have done the working people 
of Ne ye more injury and have proved a great- 
er block in the way of progress than all other 
causes combined. ey have been the first to fo- 
ment trouble and the first to retire from it. From 
a well-founded hatred to organized labor they have 
worked unceasingly to break it down, and they 
are today its worst enemies. Not only can there 
be no sympathy, affiliation, or coOperation be- 
tween the Knights of Labor and Anar- 
chists, but our committee believes that 
no Knight who fulfills his pledges can hold 
and publicly proclaim the doctrines of Anarch- 
ism. It is believed that the good of the order 
will be subserved if the Anarchists now un- 
fortunately holding membrship in the order were 
forced outside its ranks, where they could no 
longer violate its Py ag by advocating riot 
and murder, and that the doors of the order 
should be hereafter closed against all followers 
of the red flag.

MATTERS UP IN MINNESOTA, 


What the Hon. W. D. Washburn Has to say 
Regarding Politics in His State—Demo- 
cratic Squabbles—Among the Millers. 
Among the sojourners at the Grand Pacific 

yesterday was the Hon. W. D. Washburn, the 

great miller of Minneapolis. Mr. Washburn’s 
interest in politics does not seem to lag since 
be stepped out & the active arena, and he 
keeps a close track of what is going on in Min- 
nesota affairs. Thus far, he says, the plans of 


either party for the fall campaign have not 


been much developed, as the conventions are 


not held until September. The chief interest 
centres in the election of a successor to Senator 
McMillan by the coming Legisiature. Ex- 
Gov. Davis is actively in the field against 
McMillan, and a dozen others are ready 
to enter if there is a prospect for a 
close contest. As to the result, Mr. Wasudurn 
says it is too doubtful to ventere predictions. 
It is generally understood that ex-Senator 
William Windom, who was defeated for re- 
election by Senator Sabin, has permanently 
retired from politics. At least nothing has 
been said of his trying to reénter the Senate in 
MeMillau's place. Among the Congressmen 
generally there appears a disposition to send 
the old members beck, and there may be no 
change in the preseat delegation. 

Mr. Wasbburo speaks of the break among 
the Democrats, who were harmonious enough 
before the Democratic Administration came 
in, as the natural result of having the offices to 
divide. Keily and Doran have run things with 
a high band, which has aroused tne ire of the 
section calling themselves Young Democrats. 
For six or eight years Kolly kept the 
party alive in the State, and it was but natural 
when it got the Administration he should 
want to say something about the appoint- 
ments. In fact, be has had about full swing, 
and now those whom he has not consulted are 
ready to make it warm for him. While the 
offices have been pretty rapidly changed, Mr. 
Washburn does not anticipate that any help 
will goto the Democratic party from them, 
and if there were no other causes to be con- 
sidered an increased Kepublican majority 
might be predicted, but there are other ele- 
ments which render all predictions uncertain. 
These are mainly the Farmers’ Alliance and 
the labor element, and, while it is impossible 
to tell bow they will act, there is the probabil- 
ity always of such elements going to the 
minority party. They might turn things topsy- 
turvy and they might not. No one can tell 
whiob it will do at present. 

Turning from politics to milling, Mr. Wash- 
burn remarked that the milling interests seem 
now to have a slight prospect of recouping 
some of the losses incurred by Me failing mar- 
kets of months past. A rise of five or 10 cents 
a bushel will belp the millers out materiaily 
although their stocks are not large compared 
with the early postion of the séason. Nota 
mill has made a cent during the year, in his 
opinion. According to his advices the coming 
crop will be short, particularly in the spring- 
wheat belt. The mills now require a full crop 
in their territory to keep m running full 
capacity, and another spread into new fields 
will be required by the sho When asked 
his opinion of the sudden rise in the Ch 
market Mr. Washburn anégweréd that 
‘*could not see how it could be otherwise; 
but, then, no man can tell how it is going.“

“TWO PAIRS OF QUEENS.”

CORONER’S SALES. 


How the Goods and Chattels of the Friend- 
less Dead Are Disposed Of — Pathetic 
Scenes at the Auctions. 

Just look in there, said Deputy Coroner | 
Philip Knopf to a TRIBUNE reporter yesterday, 
as he pointed to the interior of a vault that 
was nearly filied with valises, trunks, and bun- 
dles of every description. *‘ You see my stocx 
of turnishing goods is increasing very fast, 
because we were compelled to forego our au- 
nual May sale on account of the barricaded 
condition of the Vourt-House steps. All that 
stuff is the property of the unfortunate and 
unclaimed dead upon whom inquests have 
been held. It is customary to sell such prop- 
erty publicly every year. 

“What is done with the revenue arising 
from such sales?“ 

mten uon is that enough may be raised 
to pa! legal expenses of the inquest in 
each case—$6—which money is turned over to 
the county. It ang sale brings more than $6 
the surplus is placed in the hands of the Coun- 
ty Treasurer, where it remains for five years to 
the credit of any heirs of the deceased who 
may turn up during that time. At the end of 
five years, if no claimant shows up the whole 
amount is turned over to the public county 
tand.“

or so before the sale a pretty Swedish girl, a 
domestic in an Indiana avenue residence, died 
suddenly. She had no living relatives, but sue 
had a sturdy, hard-working young feiiow fora 
lover, and they were to be soon married, when 
death altered their plans. Well, the girl had a 
few dollars in money and a small trunk full of 
very plain, cheap clothing. The young fellow 
came to the front and decently buried the gir! 
at his own expense. But as the girl had left 
no will and was without known relatives, I 
could not give her trunk to her lover. More- 
over, ‘the key could not be found and I 
didn’t know what the trunk contained. The 
poor young fellow was promptiy on hand the 
day of the sale and eageriy watched for the 
trunk to be offered. Three dollars.“ he cried 
as soon as it was put up. He seemed to be ex- 
cited, and kept his eyes steadily fixed on the 
coveted prize. A hard-teatured fellow who 
stood next to him-—one of those characters 
who are always looking for the best of every- 
body—noticed the young man’s eagerness and 
suspected that he was aware that there was 
something valuable in the ola trunk, and the 
hard-visaged fellow immediately put in: 

Four dollars!’

MODERN FRENCH N OVELS. 


SUPREMACY OF FRENCH FICTION OVER 
THE FRENCH DRAMA, 

Noted Authors Who Have Ceased to Write 
for the Stage—Rivairy Between the Dif- 
ferent Schools—The Openly Shameless 
and the Superficially Clean but Funda- 
mentally Foul — False and Misleading 

Tiotures of French Life and Character

ence of The Tribune.|—The chief phenomenon 
of French literature in the last decade has. 
been the advance of the novel and the decline 
of the drama as the foremost form of literary 
art. The supremacy of the play over the 


prose fiction was indisputable until half a 


dozen or so years ago: and then it began to be 
seen that the younger generation—tbhé new 
men who were forcing their way to the front 
felt a stronger interest in the novel than they 
did in the drama, and accepted it as a form of 
art at once broader and simpler. M. Angier 
and M. Labicbe have ceased to write for the 
stage; M. Dumas and M. Feuillet are noy- 
elists as well as dramatists; and M. 
Ludovie Halévy bas given up the writing of 
„Frou-Frous and Grand Duchesses to be- 
Ein the writing ot Madame Cardinal * and 
„Abbé Constantin.“ No doubt the infid- 
ence of the naturalistic leaders bas counted 
for much in this movement. M. Daudet, M. 
Zola, and M. de Goncourt have not yet bad a 
genuine success on the stage, despite repeated” 
attempts, but their novcis are indisputably 
successful. The curious compound of pessim- 
ism and Parisianism which characterized the 
novels of this school has not yet been trans- 
ferred from the printed page to the stage of 
the theatre, and it will not be done yet awhile 
until some pioneer invents new formulas in 
play-making and gets the play-going public to 
accept them. An audience in atre is ag- 
gressively optimistic, and it will not easy to 
coax or to compel such an audience to give its 
attention and ite sympathy—without which 
there can be no theatrical success—to the evil 


deeds of the bad men and worse women who 4 


walk about, naked and unashamed, in the 
pages of these latter-day Frenob novelists, 
That the perversitics of the Nana-turalis- 
tio school, as it has been neatly called, excite 
opposition even among the scattered novel- 
readers is shown in different ways and in dif- 


ferent degrees by the warm welcome accorded 


to M. About’s Roman d'un Brave Homme” 
and to M. Halévy's L' Abbé Constantin,” both 
pleasant and wholesome stories; by the sur- 
prising vogue of M. Georges Obnet’s conven- 
tional romances; and, in some measure, by 
the unprecedented growth of the Petit Journal, 
the serial stories in which are chosen with 
great care for family reading. it is difficult 
not to see an attempted protestation in the 
enormous circulation of certain of M. Obnet’s 
books, the 200,000 editions of the “Maitre de 
Forges,” for example. The Maitre de 
Forges is a book of: low literary value. Like 
some of M. Octave Feutlet's books, it is super- 
ficiaily clean and fundamentaily fou). Noth- 
ing shows more clearly the difference between 
a French and an American standard of morais 
and maroers than Mme. Henri Gréville’s as- 
sertion in her lecture on ** French Family Nov- 
eis” that ali of M. Feuillet’s tales might be 
read by a young lady witbout harm. The 
psychologic brutality and the frankness of 
description in the novels of M. Daudet and M. 
Zola would shock a young reader. and they 
might easily soil the mind of the innocently 
ignorant, but the voveis of M. Feuillet and of 
his imitators, M. Henri Rabusson and others, 
are far more immoral and far more insidiously 
dangerous. I doubt not that the Romans 
ohnettes, as a pert pun terms them, are quite 
as demoralizing as the lusty bardibood of M. 
Guy de Maupassant or the introspective dar- 
ing.ot M. Paui Bourget. 

In his most suggestive and stimulating essay 
on The Choice of Books, Mr. Frederic Ha- 
rison (who is as incisive as be is insular) de- 
clares that by the accident of language the 
French novel is written, not for Frenchmen, 
but for all men of culture and leisure; its 
world is not the real world of Frenchmen at 
all, but an artificial world of cOsmopolitan or 
gin, which has its conventional home on the 
boulevards.“ He praises ite masteri 
commana ot its own peculiar style and 
method.“ and he declares that beside it che 
raw stuff which dribbles incessantiy into the 
circulatmg libraries of England, Germany, 
and America is the work of amateurs who 
are still learning the difficulties of their own 
trude. Here Mr. Harrison speaks by hearsay 
only of the American novel, for the best of 
these are logical, and symmetrical, and artistic 
in the French manner, and are without the 
sentimentality of the German or the sprawling 
redundancy of the English novel. But hijs 
praise of the skili of the French writers of no- 
tion is not too high; indeed, it is hardly possi- 
ble to overpraise their skill and their know 
edge of their art. French orities accustomed 
to the logical and irresistible progression of 
French fiction find fault with the rambling con- 
struction of George Eliot. 

Nhe defect of tne French school of fiction, as 
of the French school of pictorial art, is not 
lack of ability to do justice to any subject it 
may select; itis rather a lack of ability to 
choose subjects worthy of tne art lavished 
upon them. Of their own choice upparentiy 
the novelists of France are almost as limited 
in their range of subjects as the novelists of 
England are by undue consideration of the 
demands of the Young Person, who is the 
chiet of novel readers in Great Britain and 
the United States. The limitations under 
which the French novelists choose to work 
and a certein bias in the French cbharacter—a 
bias intensified by the exciting life of Paris— 


combine to make modern French fiction in 


fact unrepresentative of French life. A cer- 
tain small section of purely Parisian lite it 
may répresent, but the life of France outside 
of the Capital is unrepresented or misrepre- 
sented in current fiction. If the French were 
what we sbould fairly guess them to be from a 
perusal of their popular novels only, the sta- 
bility of France, the energy of its population, 
tne industry and economy. which are, perhaps. 
the two best known characteristics of the 
French race, would be unaccounted for and in- 
comprehensibie. The Frenchman is no typo- 
erit, so he seems worse than he is; there is in 
the French character a broad streak of iux- 
urious enjoyment, so there is a basis for the 
charge of sensuality; but that the picture of 
French life and character presented in the fic 
tion of the day is essentially false and misiead- 
ing nobody who knows both the ficnhon and the 
facts of the case can doubt. 

The strongest influence in French fiction to- 
day is M. Zola, and M. Zola is a pessimist with 
an inexplicable liking for the unciean ana the 
indecent. He has very great gifts: he has a 
power of handling mass and weight; he is essen- 
tially a poet, and he bas planned and is carry- 
mg out maofully a great prose epic, but he 
disbelieves in goodness and in health. His 
characters have nearly always a stain in their 
characters or adecay in their bodies. There 
is hardly a good man who is not a fool in any 
of his hovels, The littie girl, as she read the 
mudatory epitaphs in the graveyard, asked 
where the bad men were buried, and so may we 
inquire in reading M. Zola’s stories, Where 
are the good men and women?’’ But there is 
@ rough and robust vitality about M. Zoia’s 
work, and, with all its dirt and foulness, I 
doubtif hts books are cermoralizing to those 
who have enough experience of tue 
world to understand them. Ot course, be 
is not spoon-meat for babes, nor is M. Daudet, 
nor M. Guy de Maupassant, but then he does 
not pretend to be. Now, the danger in the 
books of M. Feuillet is that they do pretend to 
be fit food for the young. The last of them 
La Morte (which I am sorry to see has bven 
transiated in the United States) is one of the 
Teebiest of tne lot. The spectacie of M. Peuiliet 
trying to grapple with the probiem of the re- 
sults of agnostic education is a sorry sight: it 
is like a child playing with a Corliss eng ne. 
The pet adjectives of the fashionable French 
trifler just now are décadent and fin-de-siécie. 
Nobody is more décadent or more truly fin-de- 
siécie than M. Feuillet. 

So great is the recent expansion of the pub- 
lo which reads French novels that M. Feuili- 
let's “Ta Morte,” although not ypt four 
months published, has already attained a sale 
of some 60,000 copies. Fifteen years ago a 
Sale of 6,000 copies was accepted in France as 
the sign of a distinct success, as it is coday in 
Ameorica. Nowadays M. Jules OClaretie’s 
„ Monsieur ie Ministre gets into its fittieth 
edition in two years, and M. de Maupassant's 
“ Bel-Ami”™ gets there in jess than one rear. 
Even a of short stories, like M. 
Halévy’ s “Monsieur et Madame Card 
reaches a sale of 40,000. M. Daudet and M. 
Zoia may count on an assured sale of 50,000

Dames more than 50,000 each. To the earlier 
novels in his Rougon-Macquart series, very 
quietly received when they first appeared, at- 
tention bas beeu directed by the overwhelming 
vogue of these later and noisier stories, and of 
the Curse and of the poetic “Fante de 
Abbé Mouret wore than 30,000 copies each 
have been sold. The ‘* Rougon-Macquart ” 
series is the most important attempt in fiction 
since Balzac lay down the lines ‘and the limits 
ot “La Comédie Humaine”; it now ex- 
tends to. fourteen — * volumes. 
of which no one has had a smaller 
sale than 20,000 copies, and of which 
the total sale is ulready nearly 600,000 copies in 
the original French alone, ana witbout count- 
ing Illustrated editions sold in weekly parts on 
the ingtaliment pian. The circulation of M. 
Daudej’s books is not much inferior to the cir- 
culation of M. Zola’s, and the circulation of M. 
Guy de Maupassant’s is steadily creeping up. 
The novelists of the old school can boast of uo 
such success—for M. Feuillet’s recent bit with 
La Morte” is accidental, apparently. M. An- 
dré Theuriet, for example, and A. Victor Cher- 
bullez, many of whose clever novels bave been 
translated in America, bave neither of them 
often, if ever, bad the pleasure of seeing the 
announcement of a fifth edition on the covers 
of any of their books. : 

Of toe men who are coming to the front in 
Freuch literature, M. Guy de Maupassant, M. 
Paul Bourget, and M. Jules Lemaitre are the 
most interesting. M. de Maupassant is a 
nephew of Flaubert's, and he inberits trom his 
uncle a power of patient detail and a capacity 
for taking intinit pains. Flaubert's was not 
easy writing, yet it is sometimes hard reading, 
as the reader is made to remember the hard 
work put into the pages before him. M. de 


| Maupassant. writes more easily; his talent is 


simpler than tis uncle's; less forced, less 
restrained, less tortured. Although the 
nephew has not yet done anything 
equal to Madame Bovary,” it woula 
be rasu to assert that be never 
will. Tomy thinking his is the most promis- 
ing figure iu French literature today. He 
publisbed half a dozen volumes of short sto- 
ries, robust, virlie, clean-cut, often making up 
in breadth what they lacked in length. Huis 
two novels, Une Vie and Bel- Am!“ are 
painful and untranslatable, but they are not 
books that a man may forget who bas once 
read them. M. de Maupassant bas humor, 
sometimes saturnine and grim, sometimes gay 
aud frolicsome. The soberand simple strength 
of his style is most admirabie. 

M. Jules Lemaitre is a graduate of the great 
Normal School which has given M. Taine, Ed- 
mond About, and M. Sarcey to French litera- 
ture. Like M. Sarcey, M. Lemaitre taught 
school for years before giving up pedagogy for 
criticism, and even now be bas not wholly 
succeeded in abandoning the magisterial man- 
ner, despite Very obvious efforts to attain this 
result. M. Lemaitre, like M. Sarcey again, is a 
critic pure and simple. He is now the writer 
ot the weekiy theatrical review in the Journal 
des Debats, but he bas made his mark rather by 
a series of very striking portraits of contem- 
porary authors contributed to the Revue Bleue. 
These portraits he has lately gathered into two 
volumes, called Des Contemporains, which 
may be warmly recommended to all who wisd 
to understand the state of literature in France 
today and the status of the literary men of 
France. M. Lemaitre is a born critic; be has 
insight, breadth or view, balance, learning, 
and wisdom, and he writes a lively and delight- 
fulsetyle. His essay on M. Georges Ohnet is 
probably the most incisive criticism since 
Macaulay cut up Montgomery. 

M. Paul Bourget is also a critic, and his two 
volumes of psychologic analysis of leading 
literary men have met with much success. But 
to an American M. Bourget seems super-subtle 
and unconvincing; bis critical apparatus 1s 
admirable and most elaborate, but the resuitis 
not altogether satisfactory or satisfying. His 
admirers will be glad if he keeps his promise 
in the preface to his second volume not to 
write any more Essai de. Psychologie Litter- 
alre.“ This will leave him free to write more 
novels, where bis merits are indisputable. N. 
Taine told a friend of mine that he considered 
M. Bourget’s Cruelle Enigmie”’ the strongest 
work of fiction written in France in the lat 
ten years. Most people. I fancy, would set 
Crime d' Amour,“ M. Bourget’s second novel, 
above his first. Bach is a study of feminine 
peculiarities and perversities drawn with a 
gentle touch and a caressing hand. The work- 
manship of the stories is flae, and women like 
them, although the heroine in neither is just 
what she should be; but women are prone to 


be fond of the men ana of the autbors who are’ 


not afraid of them. In each of M. Bourget’s 
novel there is a portrait of a lady quite in 
Mr. Heart James’ manner. M. Bourget dedi- 
eated “Cruelic Enigme” to his friend Mr. 
Henry James, and, altbough I will not go quite 
so far as a friend of mine who declared that 
the French novel was an opeu imitation of the 
American novelist’s style, the evidence of Mr. 
James’ influence on M. Bourget was quite ap- 
parent, 

The influence of the new school of American 
novelists on current English fiction is obvious 
enough, but 1 thing M. Bourget is the only 
French author whom it has affected as yet. 


| Just now Russia is suppiying the French de- 


mand for exotic literature. The translation of 
Tureeneff hasalarely been completed; the epic 
novels of Tolstoi and the graphie pictures of 
Dostoievsky have opeued the eyes of French 
readers to the possibilities of other methods of 
fiction than their own. The only American 
autbor who has really had an infivence in 
France is Poe, whose name is well known 
where Hawthorne’s: has never been heard. 
A week or two ago I found a trans- 
lation of “ Happacini’s Daughter” ap- 
pearing as a serial in the Univers II 
lustre. Of living American authors perhaps Mr. 
Bret Harte is the best known in France. Mme. 
Th, Bentzon has translated many of his stories 
in the Revue des Deux Mondes, in which she also 
published ber series of studies on the new 
American noveliste—Mr. Howells, Mr. James, 
My. Cable, and Mr. Bishop—and her recent 
elaborate critique of Mr. Stedman's Poets of 
America.“ I have seen a selection of Long- 
feilow’s poems arranged with French notes for 
use as a school-book. It is perhaps in books 
tor the young that American influence is most 
felt in France. There is a French St. Nu o- 
tas borrowing tho title and often the pictures 
and papers of its eider American namesake. 
There is u complete translation of Mayns 
Reid (who was an American citizen), and 1 
confess that it was with a great shock that 
I saw the delightful Scalp Hunters 
transmogrified into Les Chasseurs de Chev- 
elures."" Mr. Aldrich's Story of a Bad Boy 
appears as Un Ecolier Américain,’’ with the 
American author's name duly attache‘, a for- 
mality often omitted in other adaptations. 
For example, M. Stabi’s ** Patins d'Argent is 
Mrs. Dodge's Hans Brinker, and M. Stahl's 
* Quatre Filles du Ur. Marsch” (sic) is Miss Al- 
cott’s “Littl Women, and M. Crétin’s 
Livre de Trotty is obviously one of Miss 
Phelps’ Trotty books. But until we do full 
justice to the foreigner we can hardly expect 
the foreigner, be he Frenchman, or German, 
or Englishman, to do justice tous. A legu 
recognition of the rights of foreign authors in 
America is a condition precedent to the legal 
recoguition of the rights of American authors 
in foreign lands.
